since its , incorporation in " 1929, 
the profit” "being struck, explained 
General Lawrence, after provid- 
ing fully for depreciation and for. 
a loss’, made by one of 
its subsidiaries, . Its orders 
for.» the Past year . had 
shown ..a matertal improvement, 


‘being 40 per cent. more than in 


1932, and he ‘added that, provid- 
ing the . general improvement, in 
the steel industry continued, the 
time was not. far distant -when 
the corporation ° should be able to 
make a useful contribution to the 
profits. group. In a" reference to 
the projected general. reconstruc- 
tlon aind reorganization. of the 
{ron and steel: industry, General 
Lawrence said that, in, so far as 
such schemes ‘resulted in’ the 
elimination of obsdlete and redun- 
dant‘ plant and the concentration 
in the most’ efficient units, the 
industry as a whole must benefit. 
and that this was the basis of the 
policy steadily pursued by Vickers 
since the reconstruction of 1928. 
But, General Lawrence ,was em-: 
phatie in, his declaration that any 
bureaucratic interference with the 
conduct of the business would be 
disastrous. Alluding to the disap- 
pointing trading results “of the 
Metropolitan-Cammell, . Carriage, 
Wagon . and Finance Company 
General Lawrence once-more made 
the suggestion that it was in the 
national interests that the manu- 
facturing activities of the British 
railway companies "and ‘the roli- 
ing stock manufacturers should 
be pooled. The railway companies 
manufacture the greater propor- 


‘tion of thelr rolling . stock, and 


consequently the’ rolling .stock in-; 
dustry is dependent mainly. on 
foreign. orders. «It ds probable 
that.the rallway companies them: 
selves do not.make 2 profit from 
rolling ' stock " manufacture, ‘and 
thdt if thig Industry were rationa- 
lized the, results would be -bene- 
ficial uo ‘both. General Lawrence 
said that though’ the outlook for 
the company was not, one which 
called for despondency .. optimistic 
expectations of increased profits 
would not be justified unless 
there was a general tradé impro- 
vement.

Interesting Broadcast 


By Mr. A. M. 


Mr, A. M. Bowes-Smith gave a 

« wery interesting broadcast talk last 

night‘on ‘'The First Time Gas Was 
Used.” He sald, inter-alla:— 

I have been asked to repeat 
this account.of the Second Battle 
of Ypres, because there are some 
episodes of the War which are 
too Lttle known, . even by. those 

‘ who served in France. ,And among 
them is the, occasion when polson’ 
gas was used for the first. time, 
on April 23nd, 1915. In these 
days we get so accustamed. to 
réading about polson gas that it 
ig difficult to transport ourselves 
back nineleen years and Te-cap- 
ture the mental.state of the early 
war days, when such a thing as 
the use of gas never enterd our 
heads: : : ;
